Ames Plantation of Grand Junction,

Braemore. Besides these they scored a 
number of first and second prizes through- 
out the show. Armstrong had the senior 
and grand champion bull on Blackcap Mar- 
shall 32nd, first prized heifer calf—aged 
herd and a number of other good scores to 
his credit.

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The Iowa Register the leading daily pub- 
lished in the state presented on its special 
farm page of November 2d the following 
story of how the famous Rosemere herd of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle was started and 
where. In this story is encouragement for 
the lad of today who has that degree of de- 
termination to do things. When a lad makes 
up his mind to become a successful breeder 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle he can do it and 
we have here the evidence. What Mr. Bat- 
tles has accomplished others may also do. 
The story was featured under dashing head 
lines and was accompanied by a splendid 
picture of the winning herd from the Cong- 
don & Battles show herd. It would seem 
that breeders generally are missing a great 
opportunity to advance the breed by miss- 
ing out on state and local publicity. Scarce- 
ly a publication but that would be delight- 
ed to use stories about the founding and 
progress of beef cattle herds. The Iowa 
paper was delighted to present this sketch 
concerning the rise of one of her sons. The 
story was written from Maquoketa, Iowa, 
where the Congdon & Battle show herd that 
made the Canadian circuit and the Eastern 
states circuit has been resting up for the 
finals at Chicago. 

“When Otto V. Battles had a vision, more 
than twenty years ago, of the possibilities 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle even he probably 
was not optimistic enough to see the future 
which was in store for his small beginning. 
Today, he, together with his partner, Ches- 
ter Congdon of Yakima, Wash., have a herd 
of 500 of these black beauties on their Yak- 
ima ranch, this being the second largest 
herd of the breed in the country. More 
than that, the herd has never failed to place 
lower than second in its entries in all stock 
shows. 

“Fourteen head of this herd are now be- 
ing conditioned on the original home of the 
herd, Rosemere farm, at the edge of Maquo- 
keta, for the big International stock show 
in Chicago next month. These animals left 
their Washington home in June, and have 
toured the Canadian circuit of fairs, includ- 
ing the big national fair at Toronto, Can., 
and have also showed at United States fairs, 
including the ones at Trenton, N. J., and 
Springfield, Mass., and closing with the 
Sesquicentennial at Philadelphia. 

“Another group of the Yakima herd made 
the western circuit of fairs in this country, 
and still a third has showed at the Territor- 
ial fair at Honolulu, Hawaii. The group 
that have appeared in the Pacific coast 
fairs will also be brought back for the In- 
ternational show. 

“When Otto Battles was 16 he persuaded 
his mother to buy two pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus cows. These were exhibited in the 
Jackson county fair, and won first and sec- 
ond prizes. In 1905 the Rosemere herd 
made its first appearance. For that year 
and 1906, it confined its showing to county 
and district fairs, where it was always suc- 
cessful, and by this time Mr. Battles was 
quite an enthusiastic breeder, and though 
a young man, he made up his mind to breed 
a line of animals second to none. He has 
been breeding the Rosemere line since that 
time. 

“Do the cattle like to travel? They seem 
not to mind it very much if they are com- 
fortable, but they hate hot weather that is 
humid, and the herdsman finds it quite dif-

ficult to keep their skins smooth and glossy, 
according to Jimmy Gibbons, who is in 
charge of the herd. They sometimes find 
water that they don’t like, and occasionally 
there is too much excitement around them, 
but in the main, they take it pretty well. 
The animals here are aristocrats, and show 
it in every move. They stand, and pose, 
and walk, all the time as though they were 
in the showing.”

Such cutting demonstra- 
tions are a part of the daily program . 

Charts and actual meats are on hand to 
illustrate all of the lectures. Literature al- 
so is available for distribution among those 
present. This material was supplied by the 
National Live Stock and Meat Board. 

The train’s equipment not only includes 
displays of fresh meats but also live ani- 
mals which illustrate market grades. There 
are five cars in all—two baggage cars, two 
coaches and a business car. One of the bag- 
gage cars is occupied by cattle, sheep and 
hogs on the hoof, which are carried for ex- 
hibit purposes. Carcasses and cuts of meat, 
comparable to the grades of live animals 
carried, hang in large coolers in the other 
baggage car. The coaches are used for iect- 
ures and demonstrations. The entire train 
is appropriately decorated as befits tine oc- 
casion.

k eeders’ Day Meeting 


Perfect weather and one of the best pro- 


grams ever offered for such an occasion 


drew a record crowd to Lincoln Thursday 
for the fourteenth annual Live Stock Feed- 
ers’ day meeting at the Nebraska College 
of Agriculture. 

_The fine day and excellent road condi- 
tions proved an irresistible invitation to 
farmer-motorists to leave work for a day’s 
contact with the latest ideas in live stock 
production and handling. The gathering of 
400 representative feeders and stockmen 
that was on hand in the college judging pa- 
vilion at the starting hour had swelled to 
just about 1,000 long before noon, taxing 
available facilities for entertaining visitors 
at the college to the very limit. 

The crowd not only broke all records as 
to size, but in regard to the territory repre- 
sented as well, those present coming from 
no less than seven states, including lowa, 
Missouri, Kansas, Illinois, Colorado, Wyom- 
ing and Nebraska. 

Roughly the day’s program was divided 
into two parts. The morning was given ov- 
er to work with the live animals while 
dressed meats and the merchanting end of 
the live stock industry received sole atten- 
tion in the afternoon. 

Results of the winter’s experiments were 
reviewed briefly at the opening of the fore- 
noon session. [n summing up the age and 
sex test on cattle, Prof. Gramlich pointed 
out that as in the past, everything was in 
favor of the younger groups of cattle of 
both sexes. 

Gain costs up to the end of 150 days 
ranged from $13.11 and $12.20 per hundred 
on the two-year-old spayed heifers and two- 
year-old steers, respectively, down to $8.55 
per hundred on heifer calves and $7.92 per 
hundred on steer calves. This is the prin- 
cipal reason for the fact that while the old- 
er cattle show losses on the basis of the 
present market, both lots of calves and 
some of the yearlings have a profit to their 
credit. 

So well has the cattle field been covered 
in regard to age in the work of the last few 
years that in the future only yearlings and 
calves will be used in the Nebraska experi- 
ments, and attention will be devoted ex- 
clusively to comparisons of rations on the 
young cattle of both sexes. 

A surprise feature of the morning pro- 
gram came when Dean Curtis of the Iowa 
Agricultural college took the platform for 
a general discussion of feeders’ problems. 
He touched particularly on the difficulty 
feeders have in determining in advance the 
class and weight of stock that will be in de- 
mand at marketing time and urged stock- 
men not to be guided too much by results 
of previous years, since markets seldom run 
exactly alike two years in succession. 

As an example of this he contrasted the 
premium on heavy cattle a year ago, when 
corn was scarce and high, with the present 
discrimination against weight in both steers 
and hogs following a season of plentiful and 
low-priced corn. 

The way in which A. F. Stryker, secre- 
tary of the Omaha Live Stock Exchange, 
told of the development of the public mar- 
kets and their value to the live stock pro- 
ducing industry gave his hearers a great 
deal of food for thought.

Lester is a member of the Pioneer Beef 
Calf club of Butler. This club attended the 
meeting in a body, and Milton Bittner, an- 
other of its 14 members, came in fourth in 
the judging contest, giving the club a very 
high average considering that the boys were 
pitting their judgment against that of many 
veteran stockmen. Milton failed to geta 
prize, but Lester promised to put on a feed 
for the entire club with his roast. Other 
good guessers were George Johnston, Lin- 
coln; C. J. Hauf, Glendo, Wyo.; Carl Brod- 
rick, Fairfield; P. W. Drysart, Tecumseh; 
J. W. DeBoer, York; D. W. Mason, Teka- 
mah; Mark Wilson, Stockham, and W. E. 
Cornish, Tekamah. 

Quality in meat was the main theme of 
the afternoon. The excellent beef served 
by the Block and Bridle club at the lunch- 
eon struck this keynote, and it was follow- 
ed out in all the addresses and demontra- 
tions. Even Governor McMullen was af- 
fected by the general atmosphere and ina 
short, well received talk outlining the de 
velopment of live stock in the short space 
of two generations, he urged feeders of this 
state to be careful to uphold the high repu- 
tation they have earned for the quality of 
the live stock they produce. 

Chancellor Avery, who introduced the 
governor, confined his remarks to 4a few 
words of welcome and assured feeders that 
when they meet in Lincoln a year from now, 
it will be in the more commodious quarters 
now under construction. 

Prof. W. J. Loeffel staged a demonstra 
tion in beef carcasses that was unquestidl: 
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of its kind ever made before 
ally ee counenive gathering of feeders 
in this state. He showed sides of five heif- 
. carcasses ranging in age from 3-year- 
olds down to short yearlings and in quality 
from choice to fair and brought out clearly 
the reason for the discrimination at market 
against the overfat, wasty aged heifers. 
These heavy heifers, he pointed out, go in- 
to the cow class in the beef trade, regard- 
less of whether or not they have ever had 
calves, and there is every reason for fat- 
tening heifers at the light weights which 
the trade so strongly desires. 

The fact that three of these carcasses 
were of heifers that represented a fair av- 
erage of the live animals which had been 
seen in some of the experimental lots earl- 
ier in the day added interest to the demon- 
sel loin cut from each of the 
heifers was exhibited and also a loin out of 
the steer that furnished the beef for the 


increase in country buying during the past 
four years. 

E. W. Sheets, chief of the animal hus- 
bandry division of the Department of Ag- 
riculture, who came from Washington to 
address the meeting, declared that it was 
no reflection on producers that everyone in- 
terested in the live stock industry is still 
talking better quality in meats. One of his 
suggestions was the producing of more 
meat in the form of young animals provid- 
ing light cuts that meet the popular de- 
mand for high quality goods in small pack- 
ages. Education of the public to a proper 
appreciation of quality in meat is another 
way of assuring the grower of choice cattle, 
the premium he deserves on his product, 
Mr. Sheets said. 

The day’s final speaker was R. C. Pol- 
lock, of Chicago, secretary of the National 
Live Stock and Meat board. As a sample 
of the success of the board’s efforts, he cit- 
ed the text book on meats prepared to sup-

luncheon. This carcass proved about as 
wasty as the heavy heifers, yet it was 
brought out when alive the steer had been 
criticized in a judging contest as being un- 
finished. Prof. Loeffel cited this as show- 
ing the need for correction in show ring 
standards to make them correspond more 
closely with modern market requirements. 

Development of the beef producing bus- 
iness since it was merely a sideline of the 
raising of draft oxen was pictured by E. N. 
Wentworth, of Chicago, director of Armour 
& Co.’s live stock bureau. The first prem- 
ium for better beef cattle, he said, was paid 
for fattening qualities, the. second for 
smoother carcasses, and the third for early 
maturity. 

While quicker maturity has been a vital 
subject among breeders for years, Mr. 
Wentworth pointed out that it is only since 
the war that any rapid reduction has been 
made in the average age of beef bred cat- 
tle reaching the market. 

Economists have concluded, Mr. Went- 
worth said, that the present peculiar meat- 
trade situation is the result of increased 
buying of luxuries on the installment plan. 
Labor is well employed, but so much future 
Income has been pledged on installments, 
that the buying of the necessities of life is 
on a hand to mouth basis, and the farmer 
a one of those that suffer from this condi- 
ion. 

Stating that he spoke for packers in gen- 
eral, Mr. Wentworth concluded his remarks 
with the statement that packers have no de- 
Sire to see public markets closed. He cited 
Statistics to show that there has been no

Train Load of Colo. Bred Cattle to South America 


The following clipping from a local Den- 
ver daily newspaper accompanied the pict- 
ure which adorns the front page today— 
comment was lacking so proper credit can 
not be given—it is repeated here to show 
the interest Colorado papers take in her 
cattle business: 

Colorado cattle again this year are being 
shipped to South America to improve the 
strain of the Andes Mountain herds. Henry 
Seidler, a buyer of Lima, Peru, has been in 
Colorado buying pure bred bulls and heifers 
for the Cero De Pasco Copper Company of 
his country. It is said that experience has 
proved that Colorado bred stock, calved in 
the high altitudes and hardened to the rug- 
ged winters of the mountain regions, is the 
best beef stock for Andean herds. 

Mr. Seidler has purchased approximately 
fourteen car loads of pure bred cattle for 
the range of the Copper Company at the 
headwaters of the Amazon river, thirteen 
thousand feet above sea level. Last year 
the Copper Company bought a number of 
Colorado bulls, having tried stock from sev- 
eral other localities in previous years. The 
fact that an order for so large a number of 
bulls was returned again this year is taken 
as proof that the Colorado stock stood the 
test of high altitude and the rigorous win- 
ters of the Andes. 

Forced to Buy Land. 

The Cerro De Pasco Copper Company, 
while essentially a mining corporation, is 
interested in the beef cattle industry 


through a peculiar turn of events which 


literally “wished” the raising of cattle on 
it. 
The Company, the largest in South Amer- 
ica, operates extensive copper mines and 
smelters on the east slope of the Andes 
near the headwaters of the Amazon. Soon 
after it began operations the natives of the 
region complained that the fumes of the 
smelters were destroying the vegetation 
and in other ways injuring the land in the 
immediate vicinity of the operations. 

Faced with the prospect of heavy damage 
suits and given alternative of buying out 
the complaining husbandmen, the company 
took the latter course and soon was holding 
title to many thousands of acres of Andes 
mountain pasture. 

With the coming of more modern smelt- 
ing methods, the menace of the fumes was 
removed and the company set about turning 
its chief liability into an asset Dairy cattle 
were imported and the Indians were taught 
to be good dairymen. The men who had 
forced the company to buy them out were 
now anxious to return to their land as ten- 
ants of the company, which outfitted them 
and taught them to care for dairy cows. 
With no close market for dairy products 
the company soon found that the dairy busi- 
ness was not large enough to take care of 
all the land around the mines, so the field 
of endeavor was enlarged to include beef 
stock. 

Here were difficulties. The cattle native 
to the country were of the old “Texas long- 
horn” type and were not suitable for the 


best beef. Buyers were sent out and cat- 
tle were brought in. Some thrived in the 
high mountain country and some did not, It 
became apparent as time went on that the 
cattle which thrived were of mountain 
stock, so it was decided that the cattle to 
be brought in the next season, should come 
from places where cattle were born and 
raised in a rarefied atmosphere. 


Colorado Stock Thrives. 

And what better place to come for such 
stock than Colorado? The bulls bought 
here last year thrived, as had been ex- 
pected, and the order sent out this year was 
for enough stock to put the enterprise ona 
production basis. 

Last year only bulls were bought. The 
shipment to be sent to the South American 
State includes a large number of heifers, 
as the company intends to raise its own 
range bulls. By a process of intensive 
breeding between the imported Colorado 
bulls and the native cattle of the country, 
the company hopes to produce an even hard- 
ier type of beef stock which will be suitable 
for the most climes and will produce the 
best type of beef. 

When the Special Colorado & Southern 
train left the Denver Union Stockyards it 
carried the largest shipment of pure bred 
cattle from one country to another on re: 
ord. The cattle are to be taken to the Gulf 
of Mexico and shipped on one of the big 
steamers owned by the company. They will 
travel through the Panama Canal and will 
be unloaded and shipped to the ranges on 
the private railroad of the company. Ine 
Cerro De Pasco Copper Company employs 
nearly ten thousand men and it is for them 
chiefly that the production of beef is i 
tended. As time goes on and the industry 
grows it is probable the company will ory 
the export trade and place its product 0
